The State Grange met in their
hall on State gtreet this morning,
and organized, temporarily, by ap-
pointing 8.

<arah B, Bmith a committee on ere-
Jentials, and F. €. Yeomans, David
Eby and Mrs. A Chrisman & com-
mittee on order of business,

The Grange met ngain this after-
noon in the ball of the senate, and
(overnor Pennoyer mnde a short
alldress of welcome and free trade
cofubined, He proceeded to show
{he intelligent farmers there con-
cregated, how they were and had
peen sufferers from “‘class  legis-
jation,'* as he called it, for seventy-
five yeurs, The governor told them
that he was opposed to any legis-
lation tending to vestriet trade, and
that he thought such legislation was
repugnant to the constitution, and
inlmieal to the genernl welfare,
He then again welcomed the mem-
bers of the organizsation to the capi-
tal, ind took his seat amid some
npplnuse,

Tt was evident from the start that
»ilnss legislation,' as the governor
wlled it, or the “subject of {he
tarifl," a name by which it has been
mentioned at times in the past, was
going tobe the matter under cons
slderation,

After Governor Pennoyer, whose
speech at least bore one virtue—that
of  brevity, had subsided, Hon.
Johu Alinto arese, and began o dis-
vusston of the subject from the stand-
point of & protectionist of  home in-
dustries. It was evident from the
way he sturted in, that Mr. Minto
wits prepaded to exhaust the argu-
ment in favor of protection, and
sgadnst  free (rade, before closing,
und as the hour for the writers on
this paper to “shut down on copy™
il abont arrividd, the reporter had
to forego the speeches thal were to
fullow. After Mr, Minto, Mayor .J.
J. Murphy and Supt. of the Pen-
itentinry Geo. 8. Downing  were ex-
pected toaddress the meeting.
